Russian Troops Increase 
Speed of Offensive — 
Finland Now Is Ex- 
pected to Ask Moscow 
for Peace. 


LONDON, June 20 (AP).—A 
Btockholm dispatch said today 
that Viipuri, key Finnish seaport, 
had fallen to the Russians after 
the city had been shelled by 
massed artillery from positions 
less than nine miles away. 

The Swedish report that. the 
Finns had yielded the Karelian 
isthmus city was not immediately 
confirmed by Moscow or Soviet 
sources in London, 

Russian troops increased the 
speed of their offensive, Moscow 
dispatches said, pouring through a 
30-mile breach in the fortifications 
of the third and last series of 
Mannerheim line defenses, 

Smashing of the Mannerheim 
line and the fall of Viipuri ended 
the 1939-40 Russian-Finnish war. 

The reported travels of Finnish 
diplomats in Sweden suggested 
that Finland might again be seek- 
ing peace. Moscow, reported no 
peace overtures, but observers in 
London expected that the second 
capture of Viipuri would end the 
present conflict. 

Russian dispatches said coastal 
defenses along the Gulf of Viipuri 
had collapsed and that the Reds 
had defeated the Eighteenth and 
Tenth Finnish Infantry Brigades 
and the “Yellow Regiment” on the 
approaches to the city. Some 125 
miles to the west lies the Finnish 
capital of Helsinki. 

Before the Stockholm report of 
Viipuri’s fall, Moscow announced 
that Russian airmen and long- 
range artillery were bombing and 
shelling ships attempting to flee 
the port. The Soviet command 
said Russian planes had sunk 16 
vessels in the Gulf of Viipuri, in- 
cluding six transports. Soviet 
planes also made a heavy raid on 
Kirkenes in Northern Norway, a 
supply port for German troops 
stationed in Finland. 

Heavy ships of the Red Baltic 
fleet moved up the coastal road 
and added their weight to the as- 
sault on Viipuri. It appeared that 
the Gulf of Finland was blocked 
and escape by water from Viipuri 
was impossible. 

A London News-Chronicle cor- 
respondent with Govorov’s army 
reported that the Russians “short- 
ly will be in a position to dictate 
terms” to the Finns.

WASHINGTON, June 20 (AP).— 
A temporary resumption of domes- 
tic whisky manufacturing was au- 
thorized today by the War Pro- 
duction Board. 

WPB notified beverage distil- 
lers that present supplies of in- 
dustrial alcohol were sufficient to 
permit them to resume the mak- 
ing of whisky during the month 
of August, 

WPB Chairman Donald M. Nel- 


son said between 20 and 25 million 
gallons of 190 proof alcohol, or 
approximately one-fourth the 
amount used for whisky in normal 
years, would be released to dis- 
tillers for putting out drinkable 
beverages. 

This would enable distillers to 
manufacture between 40 and 50 
million gallons of 86 to 90 proof 
whisky during the August “holli- 
day” from industrial production,

Japanese forces which have be- 
sieged the strategic city for days 
constitute the fourth énemy at- 
tempt to shatter it since Septem- 
ber, 1939.

Cigar, Cigarette Shortage in City; 
Promotion of Pipe-Smoking Urged 


A continuing increase in de- 
mand for cigars and cigarettes, 
combined with curtailed produc- 
tion and heavier shipments to the 
armed forces, has resulted in a 


marked shortage of these tobacco 
products in St. Louis. , 

One large wholesaler, uneasy 
over prospects for the future, has 


planned a campaign to encourage 
idealers to try to sell more pipe 


|| tobacco, of which there is an 


abundance and for which demand 
was reported to have dropped off 
about 30 per cent in the last six 
‘months. 

Fred L. Leysaht, sales manager 
of the Peter Hauptmann Tobacco 
Co., said that for the past year it 
has been difficult to obtain Camels, 
but that the shortage now 
tends to Chesterfields, Lucky 
Strikes, Philip Morris and other 
popular brands. 

Leysaht said he attributed the 
shortage principally to the de- 
mand, brought about to some ex- 
tent by wartime tension. Some 
imanufacturers, he said, blamed a 
lack of shipping cases. 

Wholesalers said there was an

adequate supply of expensive cig- 
arettes but a very light demand, 
while the so-called 10-cent econ-’ 
omy brands are vanishing from 
the market. There is virtually no 
demand for tobacco to be used in 
making cigarettes by*hand, it was 
said. 

The serious shortage of cigars 
is due primarily to the acute dif- 
ficulty of obtaining factory work- 
ers and to shipments of about 100 
million cigars a month to the 
armed forces, Leysaht said. He 
added that the low and medium- 
priced cigars are especially diffi- 
cult to obtain because manufac- 
turers have shifted.to the higher- 
priced varieties in order to main- 
tain dollar volume. ;

Final Bitter Stand Ex- 
pected, However—6000 
Civilians Reported Still 
in City Where Foe Is 
Blowing Up Port.

WITH AMERICAN FORCES

(AP), — American troops driving 
within only four miles of Cher- 
bourg today heard the thunder of 
explosions from the port, and ci- 
villians straggling through the lines 
said the enemy had begun demo- 
litions in the harbor.

Lateral Road Under Fire, 

Artillery began pounding the 
last east-west lateral road over 
which the Germans might move 
their troops and equipment to 
Cape Levy, east of Cherbourg, or 
to Cape de la Hougue, jutting out 
on the west tip of the peninsula. 

Our guns rolled up to engage 
the Germans in and around Cher- 
bourg itself. 

The enemy’s last chance for 
escape is by sea at night from 
Cherbourg fortress—the escape 
route four years ago for British 
troops trapped on the peninsula 
by the German break-through in 
France. :

ROME, June 20 (AP).— Allied 
forces pressing northward on the 
Italian mainiand have _ entered 
Perugia, major communications 
center 72 miles southeast of Flor- 
ence and 85 miles north of Rome, 
after the Gérman position in the 
north had been weakened by the 
conquest of Elba by French co- 
lonial troops. 

The French crushed the last 
atubborn resistance on Elba yea- 
terday. The swift campaign net- 
ted 1800 prisoners, all but a small 
part of the enemy garrison. 

Organized resistance on Elba 
collapsed with the capture of 
Porto Longone, on the eastern 
shore of the historic island, The 
garrison of about 300 there 
hoisted a white flag and sur- 
rendered. Large quantities of 
material were abandoned.by the 
enemy. 

Eighth Takes Perugia. 

Perugia was entered by Eighth 
Army troops which were wiping 
out nests of fierce resistance to- 
day within the town. On both 
sides of the city, however, Allied 
troops advanced a_ considerable 
distance, an Allied communique 
said. 

Despite rain which interfered 
with the movement of troops and 
transport, the Eighth Army ad- 
vanced all along its front in the 
face of resistance at key points. 

The Fifth Army advanced more 
than nine miles north of Grosseto 
which is some 22 miles beyond

“without attempting a major 
stand.” 

Six-Mile Advance. 

The power drive directly south 
of Cherbourg carried the Ninth 
Division battering ram nearly six 
miles north of captured Bricque- 


bec, 

United States forces on the west 
coast also made progress north of 
Barneville, where the first break- 
through was made sealing off the 
top of the peninsula. Opposition in 
this sector was reported light. 

On the eastern end of the trap

SUPREME HEADQUARTERS, 
ALLIED EXPEDITIONARY 
FORCE, June 20 (AP). — More 
than 1500 American heavy bomb- 
ers, one of the greatest forces in 
aviation history, today simultan- 
eously attacked rocket bomb plat- 
forms in the Pas de Calais area 
and an array of objectives in cen- 


tral Germany ranging from oil 
refineries to plane and tank 
plants. 

The Germans sent the robot 
craft winging into England for 
the sixth day at sporadic inter- 
vals, but the attack was on a 
somewhat reduced scale. 

Today's American striking force 
with its fighter escort totaled up- 
ward of 2000 planes. 

Airmen returning from the 
rocket-launching ramps at Pas 
de Calais, said they had to plow 
through intense flak, including 
square, boxlike missiles which 
burst scattering long metallic 
strips, possibly designed to foul 
propellers. It was the third big 
attack on the robot base in 24 
hours. | 

The bombers blasted synthetic 
oil plants and oil refineries around 
Hannover, Hamburg, Magdeburg, 
and Politz, a tank depot near 
Magdeburg, and a plane wing re- 
pair annd parts plant near Bruns- 
wick. 

The Germans reported the Amer- 
ican force was attacked by large 
formations of fighters and that 
heavy air battles were fought. 

21 Forced Down in Sweden. 
Stockholm said 21 of the heavy 

bombers made forced landings in 
Sweden, the greatest number to 
land in that neutral country in one 
day. Sixteen came down at Bull- 
tofta Airport at Malmo, with one 
reported crashing and killing six 
crewmen. 

Returning crewmen said they 
found clear weather over Ger- 
“many but were forced to bomb 
“through a cloud cover over Pas de 
Calais. Part of the big fleet went 
more than 550 miles or almost to 
the Polish border to hit Politz, 
about 10 miles north of the Baltic 
seaport of Stettin in far Eastern 
Germany. 

The Germans put up a heavy 

barrage over Pas de Calais in 
defense of their rocket launching 
ramps. The American assault was 
the third big attack on the robot 
bases in 24 hours. United States 
heavy bombers struck twice at the 
installations yesterday. 

Lighter Allied aerial forces to- 
day swarmed across the English 
channel in improving weather and 
renewed the harassment of Ger- 
man forces in Normandy. 

The daylight assaults followed 
an overnight lull in Allied aerial 
operauions—the first night since 
the invasion which has been de- 
void of any notable Royal Air 
Force activity. 

Dozens of ' Robots Downed. 

Snap-shooting anti-aircraft gun- 
ners and relays of swooping fight- 
er pilots blasted dozens of Nazi 
robot planes out of the sky over- 
night and the Allies appeared to 
be getting the range on the new 
weapon. In one district alone four 
rocket bombs were shot down by 
night fighters within a few min- 
utes. Three exploded in the air 
in quick succession. 

Some gunners said the Germans 
seemed to be using different types 
of the pilotless planes, because 
“we watch all shapes and sizes 
coming over.” 

The British Air Ministry an- 
nounced that new and _  =secret 
measures were being taken to 
wipe out the cross-channel at- 
tacks. 

The statement said aix months 
of constant attacks had blasted 
out so many of the launching plat- 
forms that the pilotless bombs 
finally were put into operation on 
less than one-fourth the _ scale 
Adolf Hitler originally planned. 

The Germans planned to launch 
these attacks nearly a year ago, 
the Ministry said, and counter- 
measures were promptly taken. 
The German experimental station 
at Peenemunde in Prussia was at- 
tacked by R. A, F. bombers Aug. 
17 and 18 last year, causing seri- 
ous damage and casualties, and 
factories making special weapons, 
notably those at Friederickshafen, 
were attacked and damaged. 
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Germans have been demolishing 
the port of Cherbourg and that it 
is in bad shape, indicating they 
had given up hope of holding it 
for very long. 

It was said at headquarters that 
there was no indication the Ger- 
mans were massing for a major 
counterattack. Marshal Erwin 
Rommel appeared to have aban- 
doned his Cherbourg garrison as 
he did Italian troops every time 
they were in trouble in Africa. 

There were indications the Ger- 
Mans were weaker on the western 
side of the peninsula than in the 


east, 
British Advance. 


Toward the eastern flank of the 
115-mile long Normandy battle 
front, British troops completely 
cleared the bitterly-contested town 
of Tilly-sur-Seulles of the Germans 
and then punched two miles on to 


German armor and captured Hot- 
tot-les-Bagues. Two Nazi counter- 
attacks against the town . were 
beaten back. ‘ 

The situation remained static 
around besieged Caen still farther 
east, where Allied forces are being 
methodically built up for a strong 
drive. 

The building up of the beach- 
head forces and supplies was ham- 
pered yesterday, however, by a 
wind of 25 miles an hour which 
whipped up five-foot waves along 
the beaches. A 60-mile gale swept 
the Channel. 

Despite the worst weather in 
days, American fighters and fight- 
er-bombers in ‘considerable num- 
bers swept along the few roads 
left the Germans around Cher- 
bourg and harassed their military 
movements with machine guns 
and bombs. 

No Changes Around Carentan. 

No gains were reported in the 
Carentan area and it seemed ap- 
parent that Bradley was content 
merely with holding actions there 
while driving all-out for Cher- 
bourg.

HEAVIEST FIGHTING 
AT TILLY, NAZIS SAY 


LONDON, June 20 (AP).—To- 
day's German communique said 
there was no major fighting yes- 
terday on the Cherbourg penin- 
sula, but reported that British at- 


tacks on a broad front in the 
Tilly-sur-Suelles sector resulted in 
“exceptionally heavy losses for the 
enemy.” 

The high command said the 
British with strong infantry and 
tank forces made several attempts 
to break through the German 
front, but that all the attacks were 
frustrated, 

The communique did not directly 
acknowledged that the Germans in 
Cherbourg had been bottled up. 
The phraseology employed was: 
“The enemy confined his activity 
to probing the southern front of 
the fortress of Cherbourg with 
armored reconnaissance forces.” 

German broadcasts, however, ad- 
mitted the isolation of Cherbourg 
and quoted Adolf Hitler’s own 
newspaper, the Voelkischer Beo- 
bachter, as saying that American 
forces “have undeniably scored a 
partial success which we do not 
want to minimize.” 

In an earlier Berlin broadcast, 
the Nazi Transocean news agency 
said: 

“If the Americans penetrate 
get into the range of the heavy 
fortifications of Cherbourg. One 
should not forget that the French 
had fortified the harbor also from 
the land side. The Germans after- 
ward extended these fortifica- 
tions.”

Radio Calls on Nazis in Cherbourg 
To Give Up; ‘Position Is Hopeless’ 


NEW YORK, June 20 (AP).— 
The British radio today warned 
German troops cut off at Cher- 
bourg that their position was 


hopeless and that surrender 
would be their best move. 

“Any attempt to evacuate you 
through the coastal waters of 
Cherbourg Peninsula would be 
pure suicide,” the Germans were 
told. 

The warning, made in German 
by a British officer, reminded the 
Germans that other German 
troops under command of Col. 
Gen, Juergen von Arnim had been 
trapped by the same American 
Ninth Division on the Cape Bon 
Peninsula in Tunisia and had not 
regretted their decision to sur- 
render. 

“I am addressing myself to the 
German soldiers who have been 
cut off on the Cherbourg Penin- 
sula,” the speaker said, estimating 
their number at 20,000. 

“You are cut off from the main 
German forces in Normandy by a 


strong wedge, which has been es- 
tablished by the-troops of the 
Ninth American Infantry Division. 
You hope, perhaps, that Rommel! 
is going to relieve you by a large- 
scale counterattack from the 
south. 

“But in order to carry out such 
a plan, Rommel would have to 
use strong tank formations, and 
that is out of the question. Rom- 
mel’s main tank forces consist of 
four divisions which are engaged 
in heavy fighting against Allied 
units in the St. Lo-Caen sector.” 

The warning then went on to

NAVY CANCELS PLAN 
TO REFIT NORMANDIE 
AS A TRANSPORT 


NEW YORK, June 20 (AP).— 
The Navy says that plans to refit 
the former French luxury liner 
Normandy as a transport have 
been canceled because of a short- 
age of man power and critical ma- 
terials 

The liner, rechristened the La- 
fayette, burned and rolled on its 
side here in February, 1942, and 
was raised at a cost of $3,750,000 
last fall. It is in the Todd Ship- 
yard in Brooklyn. 

Future plans for reconstructing 
the ship have not been announced 
by the Navy, which said that man 
power and materials which could 
have been used to refit the vessel 
have been diverted to more urgent 
needs.

Antidote to Pessimism 


Among the ideas being discussed for the post- 
war organization of the world, one that has met 
with high favor is that of regional federation. 
Prime Minister Churchill, for one, has put him- 
self on record as favoring the idea. 

In no part of the world does the idea carry 
greater force than in Europe, long the storm cen- 
ter of the world, and in no part of Europe does 
it carry greater force than in the explosive Bal- 
kans. Uniess somehow an end is put to the in- 
cessant strife in that part of the world, which has 
been one of the major factors in causing the two 
world wars, many sée little hope of a stable post- 
war order. As one observer, Leigh White, au- 
thor of “The Long Balkan Night,” has said: 

Solve the problem of the Balkans and you 
will have solved the problem of Europe; solve 


the problem of Europe and you will have 
solved the problem of the world. 


Ig there any hope of such unification—in the 
Danubian region or elsewhere? At first sight, 
none but the confirmed optimist would see much 
hope. All outward appearances and all that we 
know of their history would seem to suggest that 
nothing could be more unlikely than that the Bal- 
kan peoples—the Greeks, Bulgars, Serbs, Croats, 
Romanians, Albanians—could ever get together 
and agree to federate. Their bitter hates and 
ancient feuds alone would seem to forbid it. 

Happily, however, there is no need to take 
such a pessimistic view of the prospects. Things 
just as “impossible” as a union of Balkan peoples 
have happened in the past, and they can happen 
again. The pessimists might refresh their mem- 
ory of one particular chapter in history—the 
union of England and Scotland in 1707. Says G. 
M. Trevelyan in his standard work on the subject: 

It would be an error to suppose that the 

Union was passed because English and Scots 
were in a friendly mood. The opposite was 
the case. The badness of the terms on which 
the two nations were living was the motive 
of the union. Statesmen on both sides of the 
border saw the necessity of a union of the 
two Parliaments in one as the only alternative 
to war and as the only palitical machine 
strong enough to stand the shocks of the 
perpetually recurring antagonism of North 
and South Britain. 

Unfriendly is not an adequate word with which 
to describe the relations between them, Their 
hostility was traditional, as traditional as that 
between Magyar and Romanian, Bulgar and 
Greek. Five centuries of intermittent warfare 
formed the chief topic of Scottish legend and 
ballad. There was hardly a placé” in Scotland 
whose inhabitants could not tell how the English 
had burned it. 

For generation after generation, Scots had 
fought to keep their weaker and poorer land out 


of the tyrannical grip of their powerful neigh-. 


bor. Hostility, contempt and dislike were mutual: 
each side hated the other’s manners, customs 
and religion. It was hard to find anything about 
each other’s country that they did not hate, and 
of any small bond of sympathy and understand- 
ing between them there appeared to be none, 

Yet they united, merged their governments and 
destinies into one. It was not done by force; quite 
the reverse. Previous attempts to unite them by 
force, of which there had been several, had failed. 
(If Anglo-Scottish history proves anything, it 
proves that the method of union by conquest, still 
attempted in some quarters of the globe, is as 
inefficient as it is stupid.) 

Union could be obtained only by consent, nego- 
tiated as between two equal parties, and consent 
could be obtained only by mutual sacrifice. Let 
the last be specially noted. Consent had to be 
purchased; each people had to give up a cherished 
possession. The Scots were called on to sacri- 
fice their Parliament, chief symbol of their in- 
dependence; the English had to admit the Scots 
to their jealously guarded trade with the Amer- 
ican colonies. 

The fact that the sacrifice was so fairly bal- 
anced alone made the deal possible. The transac- 
tion hurt like fury—but it hurt equally. That 
is the point. And the result? The emergence of 
the mighty, world-colonizing British nation, an 
amalgam of different nationalities, each contribut- 
ing its own peculiar qualities to the whole. 

One point in particular should be noted. There 
was nothing in any way “idealistic” about the 
bargain struck, nor about the temper and motives 
of the men who made it. The age of Queen Anne 
was notably not an idealistic age. The Union 
was the result of the purest “realism.” What it 
represented was a victory for applied common 
sense. Actually, nothing more was needed to 
solve the centuries-old problem of Anglo-Scottish 
relations than hard, practical, fact-facing com- 
mon sense. And so it is in Europe today. 
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Hero With Carbuncle

an example which the annals of heroism will not 
soon duplicate. He has entered upon the qrown- 
ing event of his career, the liberation of a conti- 
nent, with a carbuncle on his nose. 

Did Galahad set out in search of the Grail with 
a carbuncle on his nose, or even behind an ear? 
He did not. Did Godfrey of Bouillon embark upon 
the Crusades with a carbuncle on his proboscis? 
Quite to the contrary. Has the reader—to come 
down to cases—entered upon so small a piece of 
business as a summer's vacation with a carbun- 
cle sequestered anywhefe about his person? He 
could not think of it. : 

But Missouri’s son, out of all history, has 
sailed off to the Crusades, stormed the walls of 
song and story, and grasped the paeaned plate— 
nursing a nose in Tred and tender’blossom. To 
Gen. Bradley, then, Hail!—and quick riddance of 
that carbuncle.

Strange Creatures on the Hill 

If there is much Republican support in the 
Senate for the poll-tax Democrats’ assault on the 
Fair Employment Practices Committee, the party 
of Lincoln will have some explaining to do. 

The House has already approved a $500,000 


- appropriation to finance the agency's effective 


campaign against racial and religious discrimina- 
tion in Government business. Senate extremists 
have graciously decided not to filibuster it and 
hold up a billion-dollar appropriation measure. 
There is, however, a group of strange creatures 
on Capitol Hill—ambivocalists who can both 
trumpet and bray. They are Republicans who 
sometimes, in the cloakroom dark, confuse them- 
selves with Bourbon Democrats, and for two

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obvious reasons: To balk the administration 
whenever possible; to jockey into position for 
future favorable swaps and deals. 

More than Negro voters, and other victims of 
minority persecution, have fixed wary eyes on 
the poll-tax Republicang who once again con- 
template trading a party principle for cheap 
expediency, 
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Congress and Foreign Affairs 

Congress has seldom distinguished itself in dis- 
cussion of foreign policy. In contrast with the 
British Parliament, which traditionally polices 
Whitehall, criticises freely and demands frequent 
accountings in time of war, both House and Sen- 
ate in our capital seem to insulate themselves 
against the intrusion of world affairs. * 

In the past year and a half, there have been 
flickers of interest. The Fulbright resolution, the 
Ball-Burton-Hatch-Hill proposal and its influence 
on the Connally resolution, were heartening, 
though limited in scope. Repeal of the Chinese 
Exclusion Acts was a landmark of progress. Clare 
Luce has spoken out on India; Senator Ball on 
the rights of small nations. But there is little 
inclination, except on the part of Anglophobe or 
Russophobe gadflies, to study and question our 
foreign policy with relation to any one country. 

This is the real flaw in the sound principle 
pursued by Secretary Hull in his co-operation 
with a bi-partisan Sénate committee. What the 


Secretary and his often reactionary State De- 


partment seek is not intelligent discussion and 
constructive criticism, but -politica-free indorse- 
ment—a kind of senatorial carte blanche for what- 
ever they have on the docket. Have the bi- 
partisan conferees asked any edgy questions about 
our relations with Fighting France? With un- 
democratic King George of Greece? With the lit- 
tle King of Italy or the Fascist dictator of Spain? 

One of the few lights in the gloom of disin- 
terest is Representative Coffee of Washington. 
Early this year he called for a House investiga- 
tion of Falangist machinations in South America, 
denounced Franco, “Hitler’s faithful puppet,” in- 
sisted that the Spanish people “are a thousand 
times more weary of Fascism than they are of 
war.” He spoke out again yesterday, demanding 
severance of diplomatic relations with Spain and 
aid to the guerrillas because Franco’s “crimes 
against the people of the United States, against 
the people of the world, have not been forgotten.” 
These are rare and welcome words to be coming 
from the floor of the House. 

There is some reason why their like is not 
heard more often—the weighty domestic duties 
of Congress, the necessary distraction of election 
year, its remoteness from Europe, ita two-party 
instead of coalition nature as a wartime legisla- 
tive body. Yet leadership in such matters is 
not to be consigned wholly to the other end of 
Pennsylvania avenue. There are certain Amer- 
ican traditions that a fairly represented people 
want kept alive abroad as well as at home, tra- 
ditions with which their Senators and Congress- 
men should be imbued. One of them is the belief 
in popular will that fires Representative Coffee 
to condemn a regime our State Department has 
handled politely too long.

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Churchill’s Rocket Bomb Prediction 


When British officials say they were expect- 
ing the rocket bomb attacks now being launched 
upon England by the Nazis, they are not playing 
the game of bluff in an attempt to reassure the 
people. For note what Winston Churchill said 
in his address to the House of Commons on 
Feb. 22, almost four months ago: 

There is no doubt that the Germans are 
preparing on the French shore new means 
of attack on this country, either by pilotiess 
aircraft or possibly rockets, or both, on a 
considerable scale. 

We have long been watching these with 
the utmost vigilance. We are atriking at 
all evidence of these preparations on every 
occasion when the weather is suitable and 
to the maximum extent possible without de- 
tracting from the strategic offensive against 
Germany. 

Hitler had better luck with his surprises early 
in the war than he is having now. 
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‘From our diplomatic maneuvering to cut off 
Swedish exports to the Nazis, we gather that one 
of the most important bearings on the outcome 
of the war is the ball bearing. 
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No Hunger Strike Necessary 

* Many citizens are emphatically against the at- 
tempts to put REA under political control, and 
are just as emphatically on the side of its employes 
whom the Department of Agriculture is trying 
to oust in its no-quarter war on Administrator 
Harry Slattery. The majority of these REA sup- 
porters, however, must deplore the method one 
of the ousted employes, Chester Lake, threatens 
to use in fighting for the REA’s cause—hunger 
strike. 

Mr. Lake, an REA employe with a _ record 
of nine years’ service in the agency, has good 
grounds for opposing hig peremptory ouster, both 
in his civil service status and the doubtful legal- 
ity of the methods being used by Secretary 
Wickard in his unprincipled assaults upon Mr, 
Slattery and the REA in general, 

These grounds, without such a stunt as a hun- 
ger strike, announced in a letter to the President, 
should be enough to get justice for the REA and 
its ousted employes before any fair-minded tri- 
bunal. The attempted firings alone ought to 
be sufficient to convince Congress that the best 
step it can take to preserve the useful work of 
the REA and prevent its demoralization is to re- 
store the agency’s independent status. 

The dignified course of Mr. Slattery and the 
two other ousted employes, Dr. Jack Levin and 
Angus Burns, is far more likely to help the 
agency in its fight than this ridiculous hunger- 
strike idea, The REA feud is a bitter one, but 
it does not yet need a Mohandas Gandhi or a 
Terence MacSwiney.

- Prediction of No Southern Bolt 


North Carolina paper thinks politicians are fighting shadows; they 
contend, it says, that the Democrats plan to declare against racial 
segregation; they fear a fourth term “dictatorship” and Federal 
control of elections; but, editorial holds, they will vote as usual.

Those Southern politicians who threaten 
to bolt the party under circumstances or 
events that exist only in their imagina- 
tion are doing two things: 


1. Fighting shadows. 


2. Helping the Republican party, which 
has been responsible for the ills under 
which they suffer, 


In the three states in which some politi- 
cians and reactionaries threaten to bolt, 
they say they will “go on their own” un- 
leas they can dominate. Here are the four 
shadows they are fighting: 


1, A charge that the Democratic con- 
vention will declare against race segrega- 
tion in the South, and for social equality. 

Nobody anywhere has suggested such a 
resolution, The ghost exists only in their 
imaginations. 


The Two-Thirds Delusion 


2. They demand a repeal of the repeal 
made in 1936 of the old rule by which a 
candidate for the nomination for Presi- 
dent must receive a two-thirds vote of 
all the delegates voting. 


If that justifies a bolt, it should have 
come eight years ago. 


There is a mistaken belief that if one- 
third of the delegates could prevent a nom- 
ination, the Solid South could have a veto. 
If all Southern delegates voted alike, they 
would not have one-third of the delegates. 
In the 1840s and ’50s that rule gave the 
Southern states the veto, but not now. 


The first official demand for a repeal 
of the two-thirds rule was contained in a 
resolution adopted by the Demooratic 
State Committee of North Carolina. The 
only fair practice is to let the majority 
rule. The practice prevails everywhere ex- 
cept in senatorial ratification of treaties, 
and the Democratic State convention of 
1944 demanded the end of that method of 
defeating the will of the people. 


3. The third straw man these shadow- 


boxers are fighting is the fourth term, 
alleging that it will lead to dictatorship. 

In normal times, no President should 
have two terms, and it would be better to 
have a single term of six years. Such a 
provision would run counter to the views 
of Woodrow Wilson and George Washing- 
ton, who held that nothing should stand 
in the way of the right of the people to 
vote under legal methods for any man for 
as many terms as the majority wished him 
to serve as chief executive. 

However, we have not lived in normal 
times since Hitler started out to dominate 
the whole world. This fact caused the 
present prospective bolters to support the 
President in 1940 because he was the only 
candidate who sensed the threat to de- 
mocracy. This year, an overwhelming ma- 
jority of delegates, from California to New 
York and from Maine to Florida, have 
acted to draft the Commander-in-Chief to 
stay at the helm until the ship of state is 
in a safe harbor, 


Fear of Federal Action 


4, The fourth shadow is the fear that 
the Federal Government will assume to 
control state elections, 

It is a fear without foundation. The 
fact that Republicans, who heretofore fa- 
vored the force bill, thig year voted with 
the Southern Democrats in favor of state 
control shows that the sentiment against 
a force bill ig stronger than when Lodge 
tried to enact it 50 years ago. If Federal 
control of elections in sovereign states ever 
is attempted, it will be by Republicans go- 
ing back to Reconstruction policies and 
Lodge proposals, 

The three Southern states whose con- 
ventions seem to have reserved the right 
to -bolt unless they get all they want will 
mot carry out the threats. The people of 
those states know that the only salvation 
is to “abide in the ship.”

A Fine Book About Father Tim 
Recalls His Many Good Works 


“Father Tim,’’ by Harold J. McAuliffe, S. J. (Bruce 

Publishing Co., Milwaukee.) 

In 1898, Father Timothy Dempsey was 
appointed pastor of old St. Patrick's parish. 
The red brick church at Sixth and Biddle 
atreets had long been the center of vigorous 
Irish parochial life. But when he assumed 
the burdens of pastor, the parish was very 
much on the decline. It was in the worst 
St, Louis slum district, a district that had 
become a hide-out for gangsters, a haven 
for alcoholics and a happy hunting ground 
for racketeers, 

From this sordid setting emtrges Father 
Tim—huge, genial and humorous, a mis- 
sionary priest from the Irish isle,-who had 
a heart big enough to love all people, and 
to translate this love into lasting monu- 
ments of mercy. He was not the type to 
He would look at 
it, study it, then remove it, or jump over it.

Father Tim probably never read a so- 
clology text in all hia life, yet his efforta 
to relieve poverty and destitution were 
fruitful beyond imagination. The secret of 
his success was his remarkable ability to 
combine a high sense of civic responsibility 
with dynamic energy, and an all-embracing 
love of God, which recognized the image 
of the Creator in the most wretched mem- 
bers of the human race. To him these men 
were real personal problems, not “cases” 
computed by statistics. They were “his 
boys,” and he loved each one of them. 

For the homeless, Father Tim established 
a Hotel for Workingmen; the hungry he 
fed in a free soup kitchen; he provided hos- 
pital care for the sick, a nursery for the 
children of working mothers, and for those 
who had arrived at their trail’s end, a cor- 
ner in the cemetery, appropriately called 
“Exile’s Rest.” 

During the 38 abundant years of his pas- 
torate, Father Tim grew high in the esteem 
of St. Louis and the nation. Many a strike 
was arbitrated or even prevented through 
his prudent action, many a dangerous gang 
was broken up by his courageous single- 
handed intervention. 

The church bestowed upon him the ti- 
tle of “Right Reverend Monsignor.” But 
to the end he remained simply “Father 
Tim” to his people. 


The author has given us a vivid, gliimpse- 
by-glimpse account of Timothy Dempsey, 
the man and his work, In the book, we 
meet a rare, lovable personality, a man 
who, once known, could never be torgotten. 

In a foreword, Archbishop John J. Glen- 
non says: “There are many proud names 
and high monuments in Calvary... There 
rest the founding fathers of our city, ... 
Generals who led the nation’s armies, Gov- 
ernors of state, Ambassadors of high rank, 
prelates whose fame will remain as long 
as the Father of Waters runs to the sea. 
. +.» But great as any of these and more 
lovable is the kindly priest. ... the father 
of the poor ,.. the friend of humanity... 
the beloved ‘Father Tim’ who stanched 
many a tear, rebuilt many a human wreck, 
saved many a soul... and now lies rest- 
ing with his fellow exiles beneath the great 
Celtic cross in Calvary.” 

The book is well written and carefully 
edited. It will bring remembrance and 
happy thoughts to thousands who read it, 
and who will cherish it in days to come. 

“Mind you,” said Father Tim, waving a 
big index finger in the ‘reporter’s face, 
“T’ve been in this parish 25 years come 8t. 
Patrick's day. And this is what you call a 
tough neighborhood, But in those years or 
in my whole life, I've never met a mean 
man yet, Catholic or non-Catholic, They're 
all good, lovable boys.” 

This sentence is an epitome of Father 
Tim’s life, and of this book about him.

DELEGATES VOTE 
LIMITED STATE 
MERIT SYSTEM 


But Reactionary Group, 
Continuing F i g ht, 
Moves to Eliminate 
Section.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 20.— 
Reactionary delegates in the Con- 
stitutional Convention, refusing to 
accept a defeat suffered yesterday, 
renewed their efforts today to 
prevent establishment of a state 
merit or civil service system in 
the proposed new constitution. Un- 
der the leadership of Delegate 
Frank B. Williams of Springfield, 
they are striving to delete a sec- 
tion for a limited merit system 
agreed to by the convention after 
a lengthy debate. 

Before acting on a motion by Wil- 
liams to strike out the limited sys- 


tem section, the convention adopt- 
ed a provision giving persons hon-. 
orably discharged from the armed | 
services preference in merit sys- 
tem examinations and in appoint- 
ments. it directed the Legislature 


to set up the conditions under 
Yaa preference would be grant- 


The section which Williams pro- | 
poses to strike out establishes the | 
merit plan only for the eleemosy- | 
mary and penal institutions, for | 
skilled employes in other depart- 
ments and for employes now cov- 
ered or who may be covered by | 
future legislative acts. 

As in the case of the cabinet 
form of government last week, 
when the proposed system was 
defeated as to name but made 
possible in fact, the merit system 
was defeated as an all-inclusive 
provision, but actually there would 
be few employes who would not 
come under it. 

Under the approved section 
more than 10,000 of about 11,700 
state employes would be under the 
merit system. Those remaining un- 
der the political spoils system 
would be stenographers, routine 
clerks, messengers and janitors, 
most of whom would come under 
a classification of “political hacks” 
made by Delegate Charles H. May- 
er of St. Joseph in debate yester- 
day. 

A convention committee recom- 
mendation for a complete merit 
system, covering all State em- 
ployes, was changed by the con- 
vention in the adoption of an 
amendment Mayer introduced 
with the explanation that he be- 
lieved it to be the best that could | 
be obtained from the convention. | 

The opposition held its fire in | 
the debate on the Mayer amend-) 
ment, apparently reserving its real 
effort for the Williams motion. 
There was some sniping by Dele- 
gate George F. Heeges of St. Louis 
County, who attempted to ridicule 
the League of Women Voters as 
the principal advocate, and a de- 
fense of the political system by 
Mrs. Amanda Hargis of Spring- 
field, a former State Labor Com- 
missioner. 

St. Louisans Debate Patronage. 

A political argument by Dele- 
gate Jones H. Parker of St. Louis 
that patronage was essential to 
the maintenance of party organ- 
izations met a response from Del- 
egate Thomas C. Hennings of BSt. 
Louis, who said: “Jobholders are 
of importance in primaries, of no 
importance to the parties in gen- 
eral elections. { 

“They can bring about the nom- 
ination of candidates of their fac- 
tion,” he said, “but they can’t elect 
them. St. Louis was carried by 
the Republicans wher there were 
8000 Democratic city employes. 
The State went Republican in 1940 
when there were 15,000 State em- 
ployes, nearly all Democrats.”

When your bombs strike the 
target and miss your own men 
holding positions only 75 yards 
away, that is precision bombing 
of the type for which the squad- 
ron of First Lt. Paul E. Anderson, 


a Marine flyer, received the 
Presidential Unit Citation. Lt. 
Anderson, 22-year-old pilot of a 
Grumman torpedo bomber in the 
Southwest Pacific, is home on 
leave after executing 42 missions 
against the Japanese, including 
the precision bombing on Bougain- 
vile Island within 75 yards of 
American troops. 

Lt. Anderson was among the 
first airmen in that area to use 
the new rocket bombs. 

“From my point of view, the ef-

psychological,” he_ said. “The

NEWSPAPER CIRCULATION

Limited supplies of newsprint 
and the man-power shortage are 
the two chief problems facing 
newspaper circulation managers, 
Robert W. Taylor, president of the 
International Circulation Man- 
agers’ Association, said today at 
the opening sessions of the asso- 
ciation’s convention at the Statler 
Hotel.

The subcommitte, headed by 
Representative Jackson (Dem.), 
Washington, in its report filed 
with the full committee, said that 
“while steps are being taken by 
all concerned to attempt to reme- 
dy the existing difficulties, plate 
fractures are still occurring.” The 
report was approved by the full 
committee for submission to the 
House, 

The report emphasized, howev- 
er, that “while the failures have 
been trumerous,° and in many 
cases serious, their number con- 
stitutes but a small percentage of 
the total output of welded ships.” 

Five Ships Reported Lost. 

The report said that as of Feb. 
29, 1944, there had been a total 
of 2570 ships of the principal 
welded type built for the Mari- 
time Commission, in which there 
had been 91 “serious” fractures 
including failures in the main hull 
girder, and 124 “potentially seri- 
ous” fractures. Five ships had 
been lost, all of the Liberty type. 

“Loss of life has been limited 
to 11 persons who are unaccount- 
ed for since entering a lifeboat,” 
the report said. 

“It should be emphasized that, 
while there is some evidence of 
defective material having been 
used in ship construction, all wit- 
nesses were of the opinion that 
these fractures have not been the 
result of defective steel or other 
material.” 

The report summarized eight 
causes for plate fractures, includ- 
ing internal or locked in stresses 
resulting from welding through 
failure to observe proper welding 
sequence; poor quality of welding 
workmanship and inadequate su- 
pervision and inspection; the 
characteristic of steel known as 
“notch sensitivity”; deficiency in 
detail of design; unity of welded 
structures resulting in no crack 
stoppers; low temperatures and 
temperature changes; results of 
ship operation practices required 
by the exigencies of war; and in- 
experienced personnel. 

Lack of Knowledge Revealed. 

In its conclusions, the subcom- 
mittee said it was “impressed by 
the lack of thorough knowledge 
concerning the problems of weld- 
ed construction, the qualities of 
steel as they affect and are af- 
fected by welding, and the means 
and methods of preventing and 
limiting fractures once they oc- 
cur.” 

The report urged that the Mari- 
time Commission establish a “full 
time group further to determine 
the causes of plate fractures and 
to develop applicable remedies for 
them.”

everywhere, and we could hear 
machine guns in the distance. 

It was midnight by the time we 
had finished eating and got a 
camouflage net over the jeep in 
preparation for the first light 
next morning. We decided to get 
what sleep we could. We didn’t 
have our bedrolls yet, but we did 
have two blankets apiece. We just 
lay down on the ground. 

Another jeep had pulled under 
the tree with us. Altogether our 
little group sleeping on the ground 
consisted of two colonels, three 
enlisted “Men and myself. We slept 
in all our clothes. 

German planes kept coming 
over one by one. Our guns kept 
up their booming and crackling 
all night long, in fits and jerks. 

After an hour or so one of our 
colonels said we’d better move our 
blankets so our heads would be 
under the jeeps, because pieces of 
flak were falling all over the 
orchard. 

He said the flak wouldn't kill 
you unless it hit you in the head. 
I said I guessed it would if it hit 
you in the stomach. He said it 
wouldn't, I still think it would. 

Anyhow, I moved my head un- 
der and left my stomach out in 
the open, My head was right be- 
hind the front wheel, under the 
fender, It was a good place, but 
the headroom was so scant that 
every time I would turn over I 
would get a mouthful of mud 
from the fender, 

Then we got cold. Our two 
blankets might as well have been 
handkerchiefs, for all the warmth 
there was in them. We lit cig- 
arettes and smoked under our 
blankets. We couldn’t sleep much 
anyhow, for the noise of the guns. 

Sometimes planes would come in 
low, and we would lie there 
scrunched up in that knotty tense- 
ness you get when waiting to be 


hit. 
F dawn our planes always come 
over and the Germans leave, 

so the days are safe and secure 
as far as the air is concerned. 

We all got up at dawn, welcom- 
ing a chance to move around and 
get warm. Pvt. Wescott opened 
some K rations and we ate a 
scanty breakfast off the hood of 
the jeep. Then a Colonel made a 
reconnaissance tour. When he 
came back he said that our little 
orchard, which looked so rural and 
pretty in the dawn, was full of 
dead Germans, killed the day be-. 
fore, We would have to help bury’ 
them pretty soon.

St. Louis Glider Pilot 


Safe After Invasion

AN INVASION PORT, June 
9 (Delayed). 
éé HE world,” said Pilot Of- 
T ticer Joseph Thompson Jr., 
9452 St. Charles Roek road, 
Overland, Mo., “is sure a small 
place.” Glider Pilot Thompson had 
only two hours earlier stepped off 
an LST tank lading ship which 
had put into this port loaded to 
the gun deck with casualties and 
suftvivors from invasion beaches. 
When I found him he was lean- 
ing against the brick wall of a 
marshalling compound for return- 
ing uninjured troops. “Imagine,” 
he said, with a little shake in his 
voice, “seeing someone from St. 
Louis.” And while Army officials 
were going through the lengthy 
sorting out process that must take 
place before men returning from 
the other side can be sent back to 
their base. here in England, young 
Joe Thompson told me the story of 
how he got back to England aft- 
er crashing his glider on a field 
dangerously near enemy lines. 

“We took off with a heavy 

machinegun to deliver to a certain 
spot,” he told me with sparkle in 
his eye. “We ran into fire from 
some enomy 88s coming down and 
found that the field was npt only 
too small but neatly fitted with a 
few posts thoughtfully put there 
by Germans. Well, when we 
crashed, there was nothing for it 
but to run for cover.’ 

After lying low for awhile 
Thompson and his men decided 
they might as well try to get their 
ammunition out of the glider and 
set up a position as die of either 
boredom or pneumonia lying in a 
ditch half filled with water. “The 
attempt was noble but shortlived,” 
Thompson laughingly said. “The 
enemy opened up with machine- 
guns the minute we moved. If it 
hadn't been that they drew fire 
from some 105-millimeter guns on 
our left flank we probably would 
all be pushing up a few French 
daisies by now.” Except for fur- 
ther annoyance by German snipers 
along the way Thompson and his 
men finally worked their way to a 
command post, received instruc- 
tions on how to find their way 
back to the beach and arrived 
there about 2 in the morning only 
to find that jerries were strafing 
the beach. “We were beginning to 
get a little annoyed with this per- 
sistent persecution,” Thompson 
said, “but if we had only known 
it we weren’t through yet.” 

Finally, after hours of waiting, 
Thompson and his men were 
taken off the: beach on a duck, 
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ey

one of those watergoing trucks, 
and taken out to an LCI (infantry 
landing craft). 

“If the Jerries hadn’t decided to 
dive bomb that LCI after every- 
thing else we went through I 
might be less anxious to get back, 
but dive bombing that LCI was 
the last straw,” Thompson con- 
tinued. He gave a vicious champ 
to some gum he was chewing and 
finished his story, “the rest was 
simple,” he said. ‘We were trans- 
ferred to an LST with a boatload 
of litter cases and walkin 


4 wounded, poor devils who hadn’ 


been as lucky as we, and here we 
are.” As simple as that to hear 
Thompson tell it and there wasn’t 
any more I could get out of him. 
All he wanted to talk about was 
St. Louls. He was a student in 
the Commerce and Finance School 
of St. Louis University when he 
joined the Army. Thompson is 
the son of Mr. and Mrs, Joseph 
Thompson of Overland, 
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Pilot Officer Thompson is 22- 
years-old and joined the air forces 
in August, 1942. 

His father, a teller at the First 
National Bank, said that last 
Tuesday he received a letter, dated 
May 25, from Joseph, in which 
the young glider pilot said that 
he had been kept very busy, but 
had managed to play some golf 
with a group of elderly British 
women. 

“When I get back to St. Louis,” 
he wrote, “the first place I'll go 
is into the bank and we'll start 
out from there.” 

Joseph, his father said, named 
his glider the “Ginny Gal” in hon- 
or of his sister, Virginia. 


|My Day -o-

HYDE PARK, N. Y., Monday. 


VER since I answered in a 

magazine a question about the 

rights of the families of con- 
scientious objectors, I have been 
getting innumerable letters from 
the conscientioug objectors them- 
selves and their friend and rela- 
tives. I think there should be a 
clearer understanding of their 
point of view and what has been 
done by the Government as I un- 
derstand it. 

At the beginning of Selective 
Service, the Federal government 
took cognizance of the rights of 
these men and I am now quoting 
from a document which some of 
the religious groups have sent 
me: 

“On May 15, 1944, the United 
States completed its third year 
of moral and legal recognition of 
the right of drafted men to reg- 
ister conscientious objection to 
war and to perform, in lieu of 
military service, designated work 
of national importance, During 
these three years, this war-time 
minority of less than 8000 drafted 
men has worked without pay to 
render to our country more than 
$26,000,000 in public service. Ex- 
cept for the cost of transporta- 
tion and technical supervision, 
this work was done without cost 
to the Federal government. In 
most cases, the men themselves, 
their families and their churches 
pay for their living costs, which 
amounts to nearly $2,000,000 a 
year. » 

“The ‘work of national impor- 
tance’ which Selective Service as- 
signs these conscientious objec- 


tors (classified 4-E under the draft 
law) to perform, consists of help- 
ing to protect and conserve our 
home-front resources—both our 
natural and human resources. To 
this end, civilian public service 
camps and units have been set 
up across the country in areas 
where conservation needs are 
great and the war effort has 
seriously, reduced the supply of 
essential personnel. For instance, 
2800 men in 35 camps are en- 
gaged in fighting forest fires, 
draining swamps, building dams, 
maintaining national parks and 
wild life resources, and in re- 
claiming submarginal land. Near- 
ly an equal number of men are 
performing essential work in 120 
small units throughout the coun- 
try. They serve as attendants in 
state hospitals, as dairy men on 
farms, as ‘teachers’ in state train- 
ing schools, as farmhands and 
technicians at state agriculture 
stations, as human ‘guinea pigs’ 
in medical research experiments 
and as ‘sanitation engineers’ in 
rural public health projects.” 
This is certainly a good record 
of work and it is work which is 


of national importance. It is, 
however, not the work which the 
country really requires of these 
young men. They would not have 
been drafted had they previously 
been working in jobs which the 
Selective Service Board consid- 
ered important to the war effort. 
Many of them feel that in doing 
the work assigned to them, they 
are not using their capacities to 
the limit and that they could be 
more useful in other ways. How- 
ever, the work in which they could 
be more useful is work in which 
their conscientious objection pre- 
vents their taking part. 

I will continue the discussion 
of this in an ensuing column.

E TRIED yesterday to estab- 
Win the argument that the 
symptoms of chronic indiges- 
tion, or dyspepsia—such as sense 
of fullness, heart burn, lack of ap- 
petite and gas are not usually 
caused by organic diseases of the 
stomach, but are reflexes due to 
irritation from a point of stimulus 
far removed from the stomach. 
Most of these foci of irritation 
we argued lie in the individual's 
habit of life, the lack of adjust- 
ment to the ordinary affairs and 
routine of existence. And for them 
the best treatment is psychologi- 
cal. If the dyspeptic can be per- 
suaded to take a saner view of his 
life, his stomach will act in a 
more normal magner. 
There are, however, other causes 
that are more tangible and physi- 
cal which we can Jump under bad 


‘habits and the rest of the treat- 


ment of dyspepsia consists in an 

attempt to control these and re- 

duce their irritations to a mini- 

mum.

A stomach is notoriously 
tolerant towards temporary in- 
dulgences and indiscretions, but 
their persistence may lead to dys- 
pepsia, It is a common experience 
to find patients suffering from 
dyspepsia who have put them- 
selves on a regime which con- 
sists mainly of fluids and soft 
foods which is inadequate in bulk 
as well as in nutritional balance. 
There are few diseases of the 
stomach, aside from ulcer, that 
necessitate such a diet for more 
than a few days. 

Efficient mastication seems to 
be a lost art and is no longer pur- 
sued with enthusiasm. But the 
slightest pause for thought would 
convince many dyspeptics that 
mastication is the first step in di- 
gestion rendering the food soft 
and more amenable to the diges- 
tive juices of the stomach, intes- 
tine and pancreas. Many a case 
of chronic dyspepsia can be dated 
from the time when all the teeth 
were pulled and when the subject 
had to walt weeks for satisfactory 
dentures.

THERE IS NO general agree- 
ment as to what constitutes an 
adequate biting surface, but a use- 
ful guide may be obtained by giv- 
ing a point for each pair of teeth 
which meet in apposition and two 
points for a pair of molars meet- 
ing at all four cusps. In a normal 
mouth the total number of pos- 
sible points is twenty-two and the 
minimum number for satisfactory 
mastication is eight, and this must 
include a pair of’ molars. 

Tobacco and alcohol are bound 
to be accused by friends and fam- 
ily of the dyspeptic. Physiology, 
I am reluctantly bound to admit, 
is on the side of the friends and 
family, The term gastritis is used 
quite freely by those who like a 
definite word or term for their 
dyspepsia, So far as I have been 
able to find in a long experience 
there is no such thing as gastritis, 
except alcoholic gastritis. 

If the continuous use of alcohol 
on an empty stomach will pro- 
duce inflammation why will not 
the occasional use aggravate the 
symptoms of discomfort in the 
stomach which ig a dyspeptic are 
always ready to the surface. To- 
bacco stimulates the vagus nerve 
and stimulation of the vagus nerve 
causes extra secretion of hydro- 
chloric acid in the stomach.
